“While she once clainned 
her ‘target weight’ was 110 
pounds, she’s actually down 
to 92 or 93 pounds and can’t 


seenn to stop diet- 
ing,” added the source. 

Jessica raised eyebrows 
with a rambling, slurred in- 
terview at a March 14 Teen 
Vogue event in New York. 

Now a published report has 
identified Adderall - a drug 
intended to treat ADHD - as a 
substance Jessica was abus- 
ing to lose weight. 


A medical expert told The 
ENQUIRER the friends’ fears 
are well-founded. The star 
- who started a $1 billion 
fashion line - could suffer 
an overdose if she keeps 
mixing booze and pills. 

“Combining a stimu- 
lant like Adderall with 
alcohol is like lighting a 
match near an open 
gas line,” said Dr. 
Stuart Fischer, 
who has not 
treated Jessica. 
“It’s especially 
dangerous and 
dramatically 
increases the 
chance of a dead- 
ly overdose.” 

The expert warned 
that Jessica could also be in 
danger of brain hemorrhage, 
kidney failure, muscle break- 
down or psychosis. 

“Jessica has so much going 
for her,” added the source, 
“but she’s going to throw it 
all away if she can’t break this 
booze-and-pills diet habit!”

In the most terrifying case, a Missis- 
sippi listener penned a rambling six-page 
letter threatening to kill Casey for not 
playing his song request. 

“Read carefully Idiots and Fools. I do 
like you and I hope you die in your sleep

A repentant Dennis provided 
the authorities with a revised 
account of that troubled 
evening, recanting previous 
testimony and claiming the 
stars returned to the “Splen- 
dour” after a night of drinking. 

Dennis also claimed to have 
witnessed a violent struggle 
between Natalie and her hus- 
band that night. Her bruised 
body recovered from the wa- 
ter the next morning. 

Wagner, 85, has refused to 
cooperate with the reopened 
investigation. Walken hired an 
attorney, and has reportedly 
met with detectives at least 
twice in their new probe.

F ormer “Rocky lll” star Mr. T 
is tearing apart homes on his 
new design show - but now 
he’s in court over whether he 
built himself a family back in 
the ’80s! 

It’s a decades-old paternity 
fight for the “A-Team” actor, with 
26-year-old college student Alex- 
ander Taylor going to San Diego 
Family Court to force him to sub- 
mit to a DNA test. 

“He just wants the acknowl- 
edgment - he wants to know 
who his dad is,” Alexander’s 
lawyer, David Beavans, told 
The National ENQUIRER. 
“It’s been a long fight.” 
The legal battle is com- 
ing back at an awkward 
time for Mr. T, as he’s 
trying to make his own 
comeback with a home 
renovation show for the 
DIY Network called “I Pity 
the Tool.” 

The series will feature the 
62-year-old muscle man demolish- 
ing sections of outdated homes in 
preparation for a modern makeover. 

But now Alexander’s lawyers are 
saying that it’s time for Mr. T - no- 
torious for proclaiming, “I pity the 
fool!” - to stop acting like one and 
admit he’s the father! 


Mr. T, a famously born-again Chris- 
tian who loves kids, is refusing to 
voluntarily submit to the DNA test. 

David Beavans was unable to dis- 
cuss details of the current court 
case, but documents obtained by 
The ENQUIRER from previous cases 
show that Mr. T was in an on-and- 
off relationship with Alexander’s 
mother, Vanessa Taylor, in 1988 - 
the same year as Alexander’s birth. 

Mr. T has maintained that a pa- 
ternity test done in the early ’90s 
proved he was not the father. But an 
appeals court tossed out that DNA 
result in 2003, and ordered the low- 
er family court to conduct a newer 
- and more reliable - test. 

The tough-talking star even sued 
Alexander for “malicious prosecu- 
tion” in April 2014, claiming that his 
reputation was damaged after the 
young man filed a federal lawsuit ac- 
cusing him of “abuse and neglect.” 
Both lawsuits were dismissed. 

As a teenager, Alexander tried 
to visit Mr. T at his Illinois home to 
make peace with the actor. 

“Mr. T opens the door and says, 
‘Where’s your mama? Go find your 
mama,’ and slams the door in his 
face,” David told The ENQUIRER.

While Muniz is a dead ringer 
for Anthony, the two share 
more than just a physical re- 
semblance. 

Muniz, 26, of Plano, Texas, 
suffocated her fiance Mitch 
Ford’s daughter Grace Lillian 
on Jan. 9, 2014 - just weeks 
short of her third birthday. 

That made blue-eyed cutie 
pie Grace precisely the same 
age as Anthony’s own toddler 


daughter, Caylee! 

Muniz was furious that Mitch 
had dumped her after finding 
raunchy cellphone pictures 
she’d sent to another man, a 
personal trainer. 

Anthony submitted sexy 
cellphone shots to a “hot 
body’’ contest - even as po- 
lice searched fields near her 
Florida home for Caylee. The 
toddler’s skeletal remains 
were found in Dec. 2008. 

Both women’s computers 
also contained web searches 
for ways to kill. 

And while Anthony claimed 
she’d left her daughter with 
a nanny, Muniz told cops that 
an intruder assaulted her, and 
murdered Grace. 

Unlike Anthony, who re- 
mains free to this day, Muniz 
was convicted and sentenced 
to life in prison without parole. 

“I am relieved justice was 
served,’’ said Grace’s devas- 
tated mom, Emily Ward. 

“But the way Grade died will 
haunt me till the day I die.’’

Nine months later, Mitchelle 
strangled Stoni with a T-shirt 
- and made her oldest daugh- 
ter place her sister’s corpse 
alongside her dead brother! 

Blair’s surviving 8-year-old 
son told authorities that “he 
knew his sister and brother 
were killed and subsequently 
placed in the freezer.” 

The remaining children 
had extensive scarring from 
physical abuse - mostly from 
frequent beatings with an 
electrical cord. 

Children’s Protective Ser- 
vices admitted they had 
investigated Blair on two pri- 
or occasions without taking 
action. There was no record 
of her kids attending school 
within the past two years. 
“That’s why no schools 
were wondering where they 
were,” said neighbor Shane- 
tria Lanier. “When people 
asked her where the kids 
were, she said they were at 
her aunt’s house.” 

Stoni’s father, Alex Dorsey, 
told reporters that he’d 
attempted to visit his 
daughter, tearfully asking: 
“Why did she have to die?”

BACK ON

K elly Osbourne may 
have quit El’s “Fashion 
Police” for the right rea- 
sons, but sources fear 
she’s using the setback as a 
rationale to ruin her sobriety. 

“People are worried, and 
now that she is unemployed, 
people fear for her because 
she is in a lot of pain and isn’t 
opening up to anyone about 
it,” a friend told The National 
ENQUIRER. “She just says 
everything is ‘fine’ whenever 
anyone tries to reach out.” 

The British reality TV star, 
30, was snapped outside The 
Roost, a Los Angeles bar, on 
March 27 - an alarming devel- 
opment for a seven-time rehab 
vet with a history of drug, al- 
cohol and binging woes. 

A representative for Kelly 
denied she had been to rehab 
for drinking or to Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings, stat- 
ing: “She’s in a great place 
mentally, physically, emotion- 
ally and professionally and has 
everything under control.”
